Documents 1 to 5 disclose sugar residue- substituted 
pyrazole derivatives; therapeutic drugs against diabetes, 
the complications arising from diabetes and the like, 
which comprise said derivatives; and intermediates 
thereof. In addition, document 6 discloses aryl glucoside 
derivatives; therapeutic drugs against diabetes, the 
complications arising from diabetes and the like, which 
comprise said derivatives; and intermediates thereof. 
|^ Therein, a comparison of the inventions that are set forth 
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in claims 1 to 23 and the inventions that are disclosed in 
documents 1 to 6 shows that in the former inventions, the 
substituent group that is substituted into the 3 position 
or the 5 position of the pyrazole skeleton is a phenyl 
group to which a sugar residue group or a hydroxy group 
and a -(CH 2 )n-Ar group, an alkoxy group, an amino group, a 
heterocyclic alkyl group or a heterocyclic ring has been 
bonded via condensation, whereas in the latter inventions, 
the substituent groups for the portions that have not been 
substituted with a sugar residue group or a hydroxy group 
are alkyl groups or perf luoroalkyl groups; therefore, the 
inventions in question are different. 

With regards to the feature in question, it was 
impossible to discover any compounds among the compounds 
exhibiting a physiological activity that is identical or 
similar to that which is disclosed in documents 1 to 6 
wherein a phenyl group to which a -(CH 2 )n-Ar group, an 
alkoxy group, an amino group, a heterocyclic alkyl group 
or a heterocyclic ring has been bonded via condensation is 
substituted into the corresponding positions of the 
pyrazole ring. Furthermore, documents 7 and 8 disclose 
proteins that exhibit a sodium/glucose transporting 
activity, and indicate the presence and functions of 1, 5- 
anhydroglucitol/f ructose/mannose transporters ; however, 
documents 7 and 8 do not make any disclosures pertaining 
to compounds that have the chemical structures from the 
inventions that are set forth in claims 1 to 23, or to 
medicaments that comprise said compounds as active 
components. Therefore, it cannot be said to be easy for 
even a person skilled in the art to conceive of the 
inventions that are set forth in claims 1 to 23 in the 
light of the disclosures of documents 1 to 8 . 

Consequently, the inventions that are set forth in 
claims 1 to 23 involve an inventive step in relation to 
the disclosures of documents 1 to 8 .
